111.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Hospital  Provisions. 

The  major  hospitals  serving  the  Urban  District  are  situated  in  Truro 
and  Redruth,  the  former  for  General  Medicine  and  Surgery,  the  latter  for 
Midwifery  and  Gynaecology.  Outpatient  clinics  are  held  in  Bodmin  (East 
Cornwall  Hospital)  and  Newquay.  An  Ante-natal  clinic  is  held  in  Wade bridge 
in  County  Council  premises. 

County  Council  Services. 

Ambulances  were  provided  from  the  County  Council  main  station  in 
Bodmin  and  by  the  ambulance  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  Detachment  in 
Padstow.  All  County  Council  vehicles  are  radio-controlled. 

District  Nursing,  Midwifery  &  Health  Visiting. 

These  duties  were  undertaken  by  one  qualified  nurse  living  in  Padstow. 

Home  Help  Service. 

The  County  Council  employ  a  full  time  organiser,  whose  duties  include 
the  arrangements  for  domestic  help  in  cases  of  sickness  or  infirmity.  Most 
cases  relate  to  the  elderly  infirm. 

Immunisation. 

Protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis 
and  smallpox  is  available  through  family  doctors  or  the  infant  welfare  centre. 
Protection  against  tuberculosis  (B.C.G. )  is  obtained  at  chest  clinics,  or 
routinely  on  entry  to  Secondary  Schools.  Yellow  Fever  vaccination  is  available 
at  the  Truro  Health  Area  Office  by  appointment. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre. 


The  centre  hold  each  month  at  the  Church  Rooms  has  shown  a  declining 
attendance.

Water  Supplies. 


statutory  if/ater  Authority  for  the  district  is  now  the  North  & 
Mid  Cornwall  Water  Board  whoso  Be  lank  Works  was  the  major  source  of  supply. 
Twenty  eight  samples  were  taken  from  various  supply  points  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  With  one  exception  allwere  satisfactory. 
The  average  pH  of  the  main  supply  was  neutral  and  the  water  was  not 
considered  to  bo  plunbo  solvent.  Twenty  five  houses  were  not  connected  to 
the  mains  supply.  In  September  1 966  the  Board  commenced  an  extension  of 
supply  mains  and  reservoir  to  supply  the  houses  at  Hawker’s  Cove.  The  works 
were  completed  by  mid  November. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal, 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  method  of  disposal  of  sewage  in  the 
area.  In  Padstow,  outfalls  continued  to  discharge  untreated  sewage  into 
the  Camel  estuary  at  all  states  of  the  tide.  At  Trevone  the  sewer  discharges 
untreated  sewage  to  a  sea  outfall  which  is  reasonably  situated  for  the  purpose. 
Consulting. engineers  have  prepared  a  scheme  for  joining  the  Trevone  sewer  with 
the  Yfede bridge  Rural  District  Council’s  sewer  in  their  St.Merryn  scheme. 


Refuse  Disposal^ 

The  Credis  tip  continued  to  be  used  for  the  disposal  of  refuse 
the  year.  An  extension  of  lease  has  been  obtained  to  continue  the 
tip  until  March  1968.  Better  control  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
acquisition  of  considerable  covering  material.  No  serious  complaints  of 
nuisance  arose  during  the  year. 

Caravan  Sites, etc. 

No  additional  provision  was  made  for  caravans  during  1966,  The 
single  registered  site  was  operated  satisfactorily.  The  indiscriminate  use 
of  lay-bys  and  grass  verges  by  holiday  makers  was  less  obvious  during  1 966 
season.  Camping  is  becoming  more  popular  and  more  supervision  of  sanitary 
arrangements  may  be  required. 


Offices ,  Shops  and  Railway  Premi s e s . 


Several  inspections  of  registered  premises  were  conducted  during 
the  year.  To  inspect  the  whole  of  the  number  registered  was  not  possible  with 
the  present  staff  available.  The  principle  defects  discovered  related  to  the 
provision. of  washing  facilities  and  first  aid  equipment*  These  defects  wore 
remedied  informally.  Additional  inspections  will  be  made  as  time  allows. 

To  date  the  register  contains  approximately  60  premises. 


V.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 


Milk  and  Ice  Creams. 

There  were  nine  retail  distributors  of  milk  registered  during  the 
year,  and  seven  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  mostly 
serving  pre-packed  varieties.  The  conditions  at  the  tine  of  inspection 
were  considered  to  be  adequate. 
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VI  •  FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS^ 

There  are  10  registered  factories  in  the  district.  Three  visits 
i/ere  paid  during  the  year  and  no  defects  were  observed.  No  defects  were 
referred  to  the  Council  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 


V1 1 .  HOUSING. 

No  new  Council  Houses  were  completed  during  1 966  but  3 6  dwellings 
were  built  by  private  enterprise.  One  dwelling  was  represented  under 
Section  16,  Housing  Act,  1957*  One  formal  notice  was  served  to  secure 
repairs  and  the  work  was  undertaken  satisfactorily.

V1 11.  PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 

LISEASES . 


The  only  notified  infectious  diseases  during  19 66  were  one  case 
of  measles  and  one  of  non  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  There  are  now  no 
registered  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  Urban  district.  Protective 
inoculations  continued  to  be  given  at  approximately  the  same  level  as  in 
previous  years.  The  response  to  B.C.G.  vaccination  at  the  County  Secondaiy 

Schools  was  good.  No  evidence  of  tuberculosis  was  obtained  amongst  the  Urban 

district  children  attending  the  schools.
